Antique or TT Series 


The new Hoeganaes Antique series or TT, one of several 
types available from this company, is especially beauti- 
ful and, in common with all Hoeganaes tile, is durable 
and almost unbreakable. It is highly vitrified and double 
glazed. The hardness of the glaze itself permits using 
the tile in many areas where other tile is not acceptable. 


This tile can be used successfully for both walls and 
floors, outside exposed to severe weather conditions, or 
inside. Due to the extremely low water absorption fac- 
tor, one half of one percent, the tile can be used in 
locations subject even to freezing. 


The Antique series is manufactured with two different 
surfaces, one almost smooth with areas of body material 
appearing through a seemingly clear glaze, and the 
other with a rougher texture, both glazed. 


The Antique series is manufactured as a unit of two tiles 
back to back. They are easily split apart at the site for 
application. The nominal sizes are 4” x 8” for the #440 
series, and 2” x 10” for the #840 series. On custom 
orders they can also be manufactured in several other 
dimensions. 


The exact sizes of the tiles are as follows: #440 series— 
3%" x 7% x’; #840 series—2” x 9%”. x %”. 


Because of the irregular locking ribs on the back of the 
tile after splitting, it is recommended that the tile be set 
in a wet or dry mix concrete. This built-in key adds to 
the grip of the tile and makes it almost impossible to 
remove after mortar set.

The shells are con- 
structed of pre-fabricated Y-shaped beams clad with 
thin, pre-cast panels, faced with Hoeganaes tiles. Al- 
though the size of the tiles used in this application is 
special, they are made with the same materials and 
glaze as in the regular Hoeganaes ceramic series. The 
design of the panels was worked out in close collabora- 
tion with the architect.

A—All tile shall be Hoeganaes tile or equal and shall 
comply with U. S. Department of Commerce Simpli- 
fied Practice Recommendation R-61-61 and Federal 
Specification SS-T-308b. Under all circumstances the 
hardness, physical properties and dimensions found 
in Hoeganaes tiles must be adhered to. 


B—All wet pressed wall tiles must be installed on a 
conventional mortar bed due to the locking key ac- 
quired when the double tiles as delivered are split on 
the job. Building up prior to bed shall be on the con- 
ventional scratch coat. 


Dry pressed wall tile having a smooth back may be in- 
stalled on a mortar bed, in mastic or epoxy adhesive. 


C—Floor tiles of the wet pressed thin type shall be 
laid in a standard mortar or dry mix bed. Dry pressed 
tiles with a smooth back may be laid in a mastic or 
epoxy adhesive. The thick dry pressed tile should be 
installed in a mortar dry mix bed for maximum ac- 
ceptance of heavy load condition.

D—Wainscoat should be installed before final plaster 
coat. 


E — After the grouting is cured on both floor and wall 
the tile should be washed with a 5% solution of acid 
followed by clear water and drying. 


F — The quarry tile and wall tile, both of the glazed 
and unglazed types, are set dry and do not require 
soaking prior to setting.

All tiles have been sized so that an easy-to-use mod- 
ule design can be effected by the architect. The most 
commonly used of the Hoeganaes tiles will fall into 
a 4”, 6” or 8” module including grouting so that a 
savings will result both in design lay out time and 
in actual laying of the tile.
